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REPORT   OF    COMMITTEE    ON    CEMETERIES 


It  has  been  the  aim  of  the  Committee  on  care  of  ceme- 
teries to  carry  out  the  vote  of  the  Town  in  building  a 
substantial  and  permanent  fence  in  front  of  the  Cemetery, 
at  the  rear  of  the  Town  Hall.  The  appropriation  for  this 
purpose  was  $200.00,  but  it  was  found  necessary  to  over- 
run this  amount  owing  to  the  high  cost  of  labor,  and  the 
committee  regret  to  report  an  overdraft  of  $43.39. 

A  plan  of  the  cemetery  at  South  Hampton  Hill  has 
long  been  an  urgent  need,  and  the  Committee  was  very 
glad  to  accept  an  offer  of  Mr.  Edward  C.  Hornig,  to  draw 
the  plan,  without  charge  to  the  town.  Previous  records 
were  very  carefully  verified  by  inspection  of  the  grave- 
stones and  the  personal  knowledge  of  Mr.  Frederick  B. 
French,  who  spent  some  time  with  the  committee  in  the 
verification  of  the  data.  Mr.  Hornig  prepared  a  graphic 
and  accurate  plan,  which  is  framed  and  can  readily  be 
referred  to.  The  framing  of  the  plan  was  also  done  with- 
out cost  to  the  town  by  a  citizen.  Mr.  Hornig  also  pre- 
pared several  blue-prints,  one  of  which  was  given  to 
each  undertaker  who  usually  has  charge  of  burials  in  the 
cemetery.

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REPORT  OF  LIBRARY  TRUSTEES 

The  past  year  has  marked  quite  an  advance  in  the  man- 
agement and  putting  in  shape  the  contents  of  our  Li- 
brary. 

Mrs.  J.  E.  Morrill  was  appointed  to  the  position  of 
Librarian,  and  has  given  a  large  amount  of  time  and  labor, 
and  has  done  much  to  place  the  Library  on  a  better  basis. 

Mrs.  Morrill  was  anxious  to  better  equip  herself  for 
her  task  and  desired  to  attend  the  training  school  for 
Librarians   at   the    New    Hampshire    University. 

She  offered  to  contribute  the  time,  only  asking  for 
the  payment  of  her  actual  expenses.  Your  trustees  set 
aside  ten  dollars  toward  this  object  and  Mr.  Lewis  Phil- 
lips  kindly  added   the  sum   of  five   dollars. 

We  feel  that  in  the  sequence  of  events  that  this  was 
money  wisely  spent,  not  only  did  our  Librarian  gain  much 
information  of  value  but  her  association  with  Librarians 
from  other  towns  brought  her  in  contact  among  others 
with  the  Librarian  from  Hollis,  and  resulted  in  a  donation 
of  a  fine  assortment  of  books,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  sub- 
joined list. 

Also  it  was  the  means  of  securing  the  free  service  of

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SCHOOL  REPORT 


To  the  School  Board  of  South  Hampton: 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  submit  herewith  my  second 
annual  report  of  the  Schools  of  South  Hampton: 

Aims  of  Education 

School  should  teach  health,  common  fundamentals, 
give  a  preparation  for  a  vocation,  prepare  children  for 
the  profitable  use  of  leisure  time,  train  for  consistent  home 
membership,  turn  out  good  citizens,  and  give  the  student 
a  basis  for  ethical  character.  Superintendent  Hunter 
of  (Dakland,  California  believes  that  every  industrial 
and  social  problem  centers  around  the  question:  "Am 
I  My  Brother's  Keeper."  He  says  that  the  schools  do 
not  have  to  teach  denominationalism,  or  religious  educa- 
tion to  inculcate  the  principles  of  sound  living. 

General  Survey 

• 

Recent  surveys  in  the  field  of  reading  and  arithmetic 
indicate  that  progressive  work  is  being  clone.  In  the  funda- 
mentals of  arithmetic  work  somewhat  above  average  is 
being  done.  The  same  is  true  in  reading.  Some  weak- 
ness manifests  itself  in  arithmetic  problems  and  a  particular 
effort  is  being  made  to  strengthen  this  field.  In  addition 
particular  effort  is  being  made  to  improve  the  teaching 
of  geography.  In  this  subject  the  human  side  of  the  sub- 
ject is  being  emphasized.  Motivation  is.  being  secured 
by  the  use  of  various  exhibits,  collection  of  pictures,  mak- 
ing of  posters,  and  reading  of  some  of  the  more  interesting 
new  supplementary  geography  readers. 
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The  programs  for  securing  the  use  of  best  English 
both  written  and  oral  are  being  continued. 

Health 

During  the  school  year,  1923  and  1924,  physical  ex- 
amination was  made  by  a  physician.  This  plan,  good  as 
far  as  it  goes,  fails  to  stimulate  the  interest  of  the  pupil 
himself  to  seek  better  health. 

During  the  present  school  year  health  examinations  are 
being  conducted  by  a  school  nurse.  Each  child  is  given 
inspiring  talks  on  caring  for  his  health.  He  is  given  ad- 
vice regarding  food,  rest,  and  proper  recreation.  Compe- 
tition has  been  used  to  stimulate  interest.  Teachers  re- 
ceive helpful  directions  which  they  may  constantly  pass 
along  to  their  pupils.  The  program  will  accomplish  much 
toward  improving  the  general  health  of  school  children.
